That the Students' Council should hove 
decided to join UGEQ is one of the best 
decisions it has yet made. It is a dramatic 
example of McGill's wish to emphasise the 
autonomous character of Quebec education 
on all levels and insofar as it cuts across 
barriers often considered insurmountable, it 
should assist in the long and painful pro- 
cess of allowing Canada's two nations to 
work together on mutual problems. 

It is perfectly obvious that there will 
be a period during which McGill students 
will regard the transition with mixed feel- 
ings. For far too long we have isolated 
ourselves from the mainstream of student 
action in Quebec and we have suffered 
accordingly. 

The move should be particularly accept- 
able to those critics of the Students' Council 



who argue that on matters concerning 
finance, all attacks should be directed 
towards the government of Quebec. The 
trouble with this argument in the past has 
been that, first of all, differences of opinion 
have been primarity with the university 
administration and, secondly, representa- 
tions to the provincial government carried 
little force since they come from a federally- 
connected university students' group. 

As part of UGEQ, McGill students con 
swell the ranks to something like 65,000; 
and if other English-speaking institutions 
apply for membership and are accepted, 
UGEQ will have a powerful voice in the 
social affairs of Quebec. The fact that the 
voting age is now 18 is something else that 
should be kept in mind and no doubt, 
government sources will have already taken 
notice of it. 

Of course, this is taking for granted 
that UGEQ will accept us; at the moment.

Dear Sir, 

Please give me space to reply 
lo a letter "Krom The Heart 
of Darkness" signed by Sara 
Collinson, B.A. 1, wliicli appear- 
ed in your issue of October 7. 

1 do not consider it absolute- , 
ly necessary to enter Into pole- 
mics with a little higli sclio'ol 
kid with barely a month in 
university, on the issue of the 
lacalled "White Supremacy" 
In South Africa and Souttiern 
Rhodesia. But because I - feel 
that misinformed youth shoiild 
be shown tlie light, I embark 
on this reply. 

. The argument put forward 
by Sara Collinson In defense 
of her socalled white supre- 
macy Is one of the weakest I 
have ever read. The whple 
premise of her most, learned . 
Ircatise is so clumsy and stands 
on such papery legs that I wlU 
not take the time of my readers 
to advance a counterargument. 
I am fortified by the solid be- 
lief that her letter was read 
by one of the most informed 
of student groups on this cori* 
tinent, who will dismiss her 
weak defence of apartheid with- 
out any effort from me. In fact, 
the reaction of unanimous de- 
nouncement of her letter is 
most gratifying, and should 
make Sara Collinson think 
twice. I agree, however; that 
it will take some time to bring 
her out of the cloud of in- 
doctrination under which she 
was apparently brought up. 

"We have civilised Africa", 
lays Sara Collinson. I wonder 
what she understands by Civili- 
■alion. If her parents never 



mentioned to her that Africa 
was civilised ever before the 
whites came in, then, they have 
done her a disservice. Archaeo- 
logical and ethnographical re- 
cords abundantly confirm this. 
If her parents have launched 
her Into the bigger world with 
the creedjoI^fWhite Supremacy, 
then they>have ill-equipped her 
to meet the challenges of the 
bigger society she has now 
come to study in. 

What does Sara Collinson 
understand by Education? Does 
she want her readers to be* 
llevc that Ihe man is edticatcd 
who preaches that "One h . 
greater than Ten"? This is 
exactly what the apartheid 
minority is, preaching in these 
parts of Africa. 

What does Sara Collinson 
understand or mean when the 
writes about "Primitiveness"? 
In one breath she claims her 
people have civilised Africa, 
and in another she talks of 
"primitive" Africans. I will yet ■ 
live to see a group more primi- 
tive than apartheid whites In 
Africa.: A group . of - people 
wlibse horiton of thought is so 
limited and' whose philosophy 
of life so simple and stunted, 
that they are definitely out of 
tune with modern civilised 
society. 

I need not remind Sara Col- 
linson that her people never 
possessed a colony, in Africa. 
She admits that the apartheid ' 
whiles in Africa no longer con- 
sider themselves as either 
"Englishmen" or "Dutchmen" 
but as "Africans". Then she 
proudly parades herself as the 
heiress of a non-existing "gene- ' 
ration of white colonialists". 

I am not impressed by her 
uninformed comparison of the 
issues of the American Indians 
and Eskimos and that of the 
Black Majority In her parts of 
Africa. Sara Collinson's people 



should have educated her on 
the lack of direct parallels be- 
tween these issues. .Maybe Sara 
Collinson will tell her readers 
about any present-day Ameri- 
can who so shamelessly defends 
the mistakes of his forebears as 
she, a few days ago, defended 
those of her ancestors. Maybe 
Sara Collinson will tell us of 
any one of her apartheid 
leaders who has ever accepted 
the honour of a chleftancy in 
any of the Black tribes around 
him. I will not go. on multiply. 
Ing instances. . I am sure Sara 
.Coliinson - will learn ' and he 
educated before she leaves Mc- 
Gill. 

Equally unimpressive is the 
worn-out talk about communist 
take-over. Her childish injec- 
tion of the questipn of com- 
munism into the issue remind- 
ed me of what an American 
friend told me some years ago 
— that the easiest way to 
evoke public sympathy for a 
cause or to destroy one's poli- 
tical enemy in America is to 
tag him Communist. Maybe this 
was what Sara Collinson was 
-trying so hard to achieve. But 
I am full of hope that the 
McGill students or any other 
informed group will never fall 
for such a cheap stratagem. 
Africans have no intention of 
changing one form of colonial- 
ism for another. 

Sara Collinson painfully ad- 
mits that 'The whites^ havé fast 
disappeared off the map Of 
Africa". BnAVOl But I would 
like Sara Collinson lo know 
that it has never been the wish 
of any Africa group that on the 
attainment of self expression 
they will set the whites pack- 
ing. In the constitution of all 
the independent countries are 
ample snfcguards against this. 
Africans are by nature very 
friendly, hospitable, reasonable 
and .civilised people, wijli very 1 1 



high moral and social values 
(of course, I do not expect 
Sara Collinson to know this 
since she has never really lived 
with any). However, Apartheid 
Whites with the same frame of 
mind as Sara Collinson will cer 
tainly be made to pack fast 
after African, self expression. 

In conclusion 1 predict that 
the oppressed Black people of 
South Africa and Southern 
lihodesia will be free.

"Meet McGill '65" is the theme of the 
first bilingual Open House In the Univer- 
sity's history, as some 95 departments 
open their doors to high school students, 
returning graduates and members of the 
public this weekend. 

Visitors have a first-hand view of 
McGili's $74 million expansion program- 
me. In addition to seeing the many ex- 
hibits planned by the various depart- 
■ ments. 

Organized by Co-Chalrmen Paul 
Yaphe and Charles Flam, Open House 
activities are being directed from a big 
blue tent set up just north of Roddick 
Gates. Information, tickets and hand* 
books ore available there. 

The departmental exhibits have been 
organised by professors,- who are on 
hand to answer questions. Some McGill 
clubs ond societies are also represented. 

One of the highlights of Open House^ 
Is the Easter Island Expedition Exhibit In 
the Mclntyre Medical Sciences Centre. 

The exhibit explains the ob|ectives of 
the experiment through photographs, 
graphs, artifacts and other materials. 

The expedition, which visited the iso- 
lated Pacific Island last year, made med- 
ical studies of Its population of 1,200. It 
examined the relative roles of environ- 
mental and hereditary factors In disease 
and assisted the people with medical 
problems. . 

McGIII and five other. .Canadian uni- 
versities organised the "protect, and scien- 
tists from all over Canada, the United 
States, and Europe participated. 

The Unlversil/s best-known techno- 
logical experiment, the High Altitude Re- 
search Prolect, is also on display. Visitors 
to the HARP exhibit will be able to see 
the Martlet 2B and 2C vehicles, as well 
OS mops, photographs, and rocket shells 
and components. 

Project HARP uses guns to launch ve- 
hicles to probe the upper reaches of the 
earth's atmosphere. The first gun was 
installed at Seowell Airport, Barbados, 
In 1962, and the first Martlet vehicle was 
fired in January, 1963. 

Since then, 150 firings hove been 
made from the Barbados site. A second 
site has already been built at Hlghwoter, 
Quebec, and future plans include larger 
rockets, orbital flighti, and sites In the 



Arctic (for exploration of the ouro^ 
belt), and at Yuma, Arizona. ' 

HARP Is a project of the Space 
search Institute, with osslitonce from ol 
side agencies and financial support fro 
the United States Army. 

With Expo '67 approaching, the Hi

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provides 74,460 squars feet of usable space. It con- 
tains tecture rooms, offices, studertt and staff common 
rooms, laboratories — including a High Polymer Re- 
search Laboratory — store rooms and workshops. 

The Roscoe Wing of Royal Victoria College: 
Opened in the fall of 1964, the wing provides living 
accommodation for an additional 163 female students 
plus improved library and social facilities for all 
women students. 

' Th« University Centre: Urgently needed to replace 
the outmoded facilities of the old Students' Union, 
the new Union Is situated at 3480 McTavlsh, just 
below McGregor. It contains dining facilities. Ballroom 
and meeting rooms, offices for student organizations, 
the University Book Store, lounges, reading rooms, 
music rooms, student dormitory, warden's suite and 
various servie» rooms. 

Immediate Building Projects In their final stages 
Include new buildings for Pathology and Law; the 
rehabilitation of the Civil Engineering Laboratory; a 
much-needed addition to Redpath Library; and the 
construction of two buildings at Macdonald College. 
a new chemistry building and an addition to Laird 
Hall which will house 100 students when completed.
